WHITE SULPItUft SPRINGS, W. 
Va., June 8.—Opposition to produc­ 
tion of fertilizer at Muscle Shoals at 
a figure below that demanded by pri­ 
vate enterprise was expressed here 
today by Spencer L. Carter, of Rich­ 
mond, Va., president of the National 
Fertilizer Association. 
President Carter, George R. James, 
of Memphis, Tenn., member of the 
federal reserve board and F. S. Lodge, 
of Chicago, were among the speakers 
on the opening program of the second 
annual meeting of the Association. 
Ail agreed that the industry had 
suffered considerably in recent years, 
but saw improvement ahead. 
“We believe Muscle Shoals is pri 
marily a power proposition. It should 
be treated as such,” said Carter in 
hia prepared address. 
“The nitrate plant should be kept 
in a standby condition as a part of 
our national defense. 
Some worth­ 
while portion of the power generated 
should be devoted to the usa of ax- 
periment in the production of various 
chemical products, important in peace 
and war. 
'S'hould this lead to the manufac 
ture of fertilizer the latter should be 
made and marketed on the same ba­ 
sis as would be the case in any busi 
ness conducted by private enterprise
